ALFALFA IS A TOP 
MILK PRODUCER 


You can’t do better than the top. 
When it comes to milk producing 
roughage, alfalfa is “tops” by a 
wide margin. Nothing stimulates 
milk production like good rough­ 
age and alfalfa is the best. 
Alfalfa has proven itself as the 
highest yielding, highest quality. 
most desirable roughage crop year 
in and year out. It yields well and 
survives 
where 
other 
cr o p s 
may fail. provided it is well sup­ 
plied with mineral fertility, pests 
are controlled and it is well man­ 
aged. 
A comparison of the feed value 
of many crops makes alfalfa look 
good. High acre yields of corn 
silage surpasses good alfalfa in to­ 
tal digestible nutrients bul corn 
silage is relatively low in protein. 
And some fields can produce mere 
feed as alfalfa than corn silage. 
Four tons 
of 
alfalfa 
p er 
acre 
means 4.000 pounds of total diges­ 
tible nutrients per acre. It would 
require acre yields of 90 bushels of 
com or milo, or 180 bushels of oats 
to equal the feed nutrient produc­ 
tion cf four tons of alfalfa. 
The big bonus with alfalfa is the 
high acre yield of protein. Four 
tons of good alfalfa contains 1200 
pounds of protein. That will go a 
long way in providing the milk 
producing needs of a dairy herd. 
Consider your hterd's roughage 
needs. Ycu may have an oppor­ 
tunity this summer to take up the 
slack with a new seeding of alfal­ 
fa. Most dairymen feel at least 
one-half acre per cow is a must. 
This means IO acres or more for 
a 20 - cow herd. 
Here's how you can figure the 
alfalfa needs to provide two tons 
for each mature cow’ and one ton 
for replacement heifers. 
If 
you 
have 25 cows and IO heifers, you 
can use at least 60 tens of alfalfa 
hay — 50 tons for tho cows plus 
IO more for the heifers. A produc­ 
tive stand of alfalfa should give 
you at least three tons but more 
likely four tons or more per acre. 
So for 60 tons of high quality rouh- 
age it would mean between 15 and 
20 acres. 
Sure, it takes fertility to success- 
fuily grow alfalfa — sustaining 
fertility to get it and fertility to 
keep it. That’s where soil tests can 
help you a lot. Tests will guide 
you quickly as to needed limestone 
phosphate and potash. Alfalfa does 
best on deep, well • drained soils. 
Select the field for alfalfa that has 
a future. 
You can kill two birds with one 
stone by plowing early and deep. 
In the first place the soil fertility 
treatm ents will do most good when 
applied before plowing. And early 
plowing is easier, holds more mois­ 
ture and will assure you of a firm­ 
er Med bed ready for needing at 
the right time. 


You will want to check up on 
.some other alfalfa growing points 
too. Choose a good productive va- 
! riety. Inoculate your seed. Use a 
starter fertilizer plus production 
nitrogen. Seed on time. 
I 
Your county agent has a num­ 
ber of circulars about alfalfa grow­ 
ing. He will be glad to counsel 
w ith you.

Barley should always be treat­ 
ed. You can almost completely 
control barley smuts if you use 
B-475 or B-400 both of which are 
resistant to the loose smut w’hich 
treatment does not control. Seed 
treatment of barley also controls 
barley stripe as well as most of 
the seedling diseases which are so 
prevalent in this crop. 
Most of the present varieties of 
winter oats except Dubois are sus­ 
ceptible to smut. In tests in South­ 
west Missouri, treating winter oats 
gave an average increase of nine 
bushels per acre for seed treat­ 
ment. 
Generally . speaking 
it 
seldom 
pays to treat rye. 
There are many different brands 
and types of seed treating mat­ 
erials available for treating small 
grains. Our trials indicate most of 
these are effective when used ac* 
cording to label directions. How­ 
ever, some are not as good for 
some grains and certain specific 
diseases as others. Generally speak 
ing, the mercury base treatments 
give best control and are preter­ 
ite on small grains. 
Either dust, 
slurry 
or 
liquid 
treatments are satisfactory so use 
the form easiest for you to apply. 
If there is a commercial treater 
in your community it is best to 
use it. but you can treat the seed 
yourself. Several companies are 
putting out simple effective treat­ 
ers and there are a number of 
simple homemade treaters avail­ 
able. You can use a cement mix­ 
er or spread the seed on a floor 
and shovel in treatment.

Be 
sure and follow all the precautions 
on the label since all these treat­ 
ment chemicals are poisonous.
